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There are some things in Ufology that perhaps are best left uasaid. Like 
the criticisms from individuals whose behaviour towards others is 
inexcusable; the cruelty of words used bitingly; refusing to hsten to some 
of our top people because one does not agree with what they say, and the 
unnecessary digging into the secrets in the private lives of some of us 
which, quite frankly, has absolutely nothing to do with anyone else, or 
with ufology either for that matter. I can think of more, but these suffice 
to make my point! 

But there are times when we should speak out and defend those who have 
worked in this field for many years! Not only because they are fellow- 
travellers, but because they are decent, straight-forward people who have 
been dcalt a blow dccidedly below the beltl 

Such a person is Dr. John E Mack of Cambridge Hospital, part of Harvard 
University in the United States of Amcrica. John is a psychiatrist and 
bccame involved in UFO work because his patients reported bbarre 
experiences to hira about being abducted, examined, often interfered with 
in embarrassing and harassing ways, and feeling traumatised by the wholc 
situation. 

Now if something like that happened to me, and if I were not aware that 
hundreds of peopie honestiy feei thcy have been abducted by ’ahcns', I 
would certainly tum to a psychiatrist to hclp sort out my trauma. That 
would be my first step, and consulting a UFÓ specialist would come later! 

I am not here to judge what the 'abduction' syndrome is all about, and to 
be honest, I certainly don't know what the root causes are. But neither does 
Dr. John Mack. He merely feels that in this day and age, an in-depth study 
of this type of case history should be undertaken, whatever the end resuit 
might be. Which is exactly what he did! True, he did become curious 
about this unusual phenomenon, where people totalfy unconnected with 
ooe another, over and over again, report similar experiences. 
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And rot cnly in the Llnited States, for I have read reports of ‘abduction 
cases' in Aostralia, Britani, and Africa. The procedures are repetitive: the 
alleged ‘dream-figure' was similar and the homfíc experience of 
interference with one's body against one's will, cropped up tìme and tmv 
again. Thc abductees, says Dr. John, are not mentally disturbed. Often 
thcy are highly placed, intelligent people, anxious to get to the bottom of 
their nightmare experienccs. 

So, John wrote a book; not really speculating what it was all about, but 
stating the facts. I have seen and heard a number of other psychiatnsts 
rcport on John's work in this fíeld. If they agree with him, they might say 
so but are careful thal you dou't inentìon names. If they disagree with him, 
they say so vocifeously and loudly, so that cveryone can hear. No-one 
is going to accuse them of being involved with this ‘crazies only' thing. 

They are not even preparcd to allow John to cany on his rescarch, it is too 
bizarre, too denigrating to real science, to their image, and too awful to 
cvcn contemplatc! But if we think about it, what is science all about really? 
Surcly it is about curiosity? Curiosity about what makes us tìck; curiosity 
about the changing face of Earth and its uncertain íuture. Well, that is how 
1 and many tnillions of other people see it! 

So how do we ever leam about the true nature of UFOs, if those most 
qualified are not allowcd to partìcipate? It was all right when tbe latc 
Prof. Allen Hynek came out and stated his interest (he was retired, so he 
only could harm himself!) and it's OK for Stanton Friedman to say what he 
thinks (that some UFOs are from other planets), because he is self- 
employed on a consultant basis. And Dr. Bruce Maccabee can also say 
what he wants as no-one interferes with him, and several others of his 
cahbre. Walt Andrus, Dircctor of MUFON, can also have his say, becausc 
who could touch him? And as for me, well, who gives a hoot about what 
I think in the depths of darkest Africa? 

But Dr. John E Mack is one of them, and of course, that's just not on. 
Scientists are above the comraon herd; some feel they are aetualiy above 
everyone! 


To me, I alwa\-s thought science was about curiosity. What made Newton 
query why the apple fell down from the tree? And why should 
Archimedes shout ‘Eureka' in his bath, when he realised he was displacing 
his weight in water? Becausc they were thoughtful and curious people, 
and becamc world-famous over a period of centuries. 

And how are we ever going to find answers to our questìons (about UFOs 
in this case) if we silence the prominent people from tìying to find out? 
I'm not nccessarily blaming Harvard University; they are only doing what 
probably most prestìgious Universitìes would havc done. Instead of being 
intelligently curious, they are afraid. ‘If we're not carefuJ,' thcy are 
possibly saying, ‘we will be stamped with this weirdo stamp, and we 
certainly cannot pul up with that!' 

Curiosity is a healthy thought-process; curiosity about what makes us 
what we are, both physically and spiritually. Curiosity about terrible 
ailments likc AIDS and EBOLA in Àfrica; about why some peopie are 
violent and othcrs not, why some destroy and others heal. And certainly 
why sorae have ‘abduction' cxpcricnccs and othcrs not, although we 
already know that wc all have dreams It doesn't raatter wbat the cnd 
solution tums out to be: the important factor is to be curious enough to 
want to find out! 


Revelation from Israel 

In June 1993, the lsraeli govemment TV Channel aired a UFO show which 
was sceptìcal of the phenomenon, despitc 20 eye-witnesses of various 
events. However in the middle of the show, thc producer stated that a 
‘shard’ picked up at a UFO landing site in Kadima had bcen analysed by 
the State of Israel Instìtute for Geoiogy by Dr Henry Fuhner, director of 
the Biochemical Dept. His report read in part: “... Afier putting it (the 
shard) through two separate tests we have found the material to be 
composed of elemental silicon, a substance not found on this planet 
Silicon tliai is found on this planet is artifícially created out of polymers. 
The shards were not manufactured by any process known.”

NyambuyaFarm, Rhodesia (Zimbabwe) 1954/55 

[Thie following events were part of a letter to a friend, written by 'Bunty', 
a well-known Bromley farmer wbo died recently.J 

At Nyambuya Farm, during the curing season of 1954 or 1955, I had a 
Great Dane and fíve small dcgs of various breeds, ineluding 'Gwgeous 
Gussie', a highly-bred Pekinese named after the tennis star; Lulu, a 
pedigreed Maltese Poodle; Mitzi, a lovely Dachshund, and two small 
Heinz varieties, all brought to mc to look after, as thc owners didn't want 
them. Bruce, the Great Dane, I bought from the Municipal Pound for four 
shillings and sLxpcnce (45c) to save him from being put to sleep the next 
day. These dogs were my gang and 1 used to take them out to the farm for 
two or three days a week. They all slept in the lounge with me. 

I remember waking up suddcnly at 02:45 hrs with Bruce's face ncar mine. 
He was whimpering and shaking. I dashed out of bed thinking he wanted 
’out' in a hurry and as I dashed to Lhe front door, I was almost blinded by 
powerful rays of light coming from something vcry much higher than the 
tallcst trees and outcrops. 

I remember thinking, 'it's searchlights upside down', but much brighter and 
it lookcd silver with deep flame coming down to the ground in a fan shape 
over a wide area. (Figure 1) 



I was unabie to move. ThCTe wasn't a sound of any sort but suddenly al! 
these timnels of light were going up and up, and seemed to be retracting. 
It was thcn I screamed and shouted for Joe in his room, and Kingsley, the 
manager, in his. 

They both rushed to the door and I told them what Td seen. They kept 
saying, ’Where? Where? You've becn dreaming!' 

As I was tclling them, the lights went up and up and then were gonc but it 
looked red like a blacksmith's forge. Then the object suddenly appeared, 
travelling horizontally at a terrific and noiseless speed from the lefl to the 
right of the farm. Thc two men saw it aná so did I, as a huge fireball. In 
seconds it had completely disappeared. 

As we caroe in, Joc said, Where are your dogs, then?' 

Poor old Bruce stood up, shaking like a leaf and when I calied him he 
staggered as if he was dopcd. The little ones were terrified, hiding under 
the bedclothes and none of them would come out. 

We searched around as soon as it was Iight to see if the field of mealies 
nearby had been scorched, or for any clues of some sort, but found 
nothing. 

The manager told Peter Jocelyn (who had a farm nearby and was a pilot 
and still flew). He camc ovcr and said I must promise to call him if I saw 
anything like it again Hc did believe me about the lights I saw, but Joe 
and Kingsley did not, although they both told him what they had seen. He 
said all pilots were wamed to keep a look out and get as far away from any 
sightmgs as they could. Thcy were aware that therc definitely were UFOs 
but did not know what they wcre being used for or from where they came. 
I alvvays regret I didn't tell my stor>' to Cynthia Hind. I rcmember her 
giving a talk on UFOs and I have a feeling it was at a Women's Institute 
meeting but can't say for certain. I wanted to tell her but I felt too shy as 
most people thought you were a nutler or just making it up. 
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Anothcr weird thing I saw at Nyambuya: somewhere around the Falls [on 
the iN'yarnbuya River] there was a large flat area of smooth granite. I was 
mcoching around on my motor-bike and I saw the pattem of a tyre-mark, 
about 12-18 inches long, imprinted in that rock! It was black and the 
grooves were very visible; I tried to remove it with sand and a stone, and 
tried dìggirig at it with a screwdriver, but the imprint must have been six 
cighths of an inch deep. I got a geologist who was with Anglo American 
Mining Gympany to go with me to see it and he was 'clueless' as he said no 
vehicle could get there. I couldn't get my motor-bike to where it was! I 
never told anyone else about it and wouldn't dare tell Joe; I had been on my 
own fossiddng right down therc. The geologist was one of my boarders 
and a pupii of the famous 'Old McGregor’, Rhodesia’s best-known 
character in that field. My ex-boarder rose very high and became, I seem 
to recollect, Minister of Mines before Rhodesia became Zimbabwe, in Ian 
Smith's time. 

I feel sure the tyre imprint' story was long before I saw the UFO. Looking 
back at the two uncxplained expcnences, plus studying the official farm 
plan which I stiU have, I often connect the two and imaginc the object can 
land on a centre wheel, if and when necessary. How can the UFO mystery 
remain unsolved? By the law of averages it can't be a myth; I do know I 
did not imagine what I saw Joe has gone and couldn't help. Hc did at least 
see some of the story. He was also very mystified at the dogs' behaviour, 
and as you can see in the photo [enelosed] Brucc used to just stand and 
look at that rock and I never saw him climb on that area again. 

Georgina and BiU Carey bought that farm; I don't know if they are stiU 
there. 


ARIEL SCHOOL REPORT (CONT.) CaseN°96 

(UFO AFRINEWS N° 11) 

The Ariel School case devcloped much further when an interview with the 
children was made by Dr John Mack. He spent two days speaking to them 
and was able to elicit a great deal mcHe information. I am sure he wiU 
report this himself at a later date. 

I have also found out that some of the children actually saw a 'cigar-like' 
object on the Thursday, September 15* 1994, the day beforc thc general 
sighting. One young boy said that as hc was driving from school with his 
mothcr - in broad daylight - on the 15* September, they saw an object 
ahcad of thcm. 

This sighting was verified by three little girls who were sitting in the 
plavground on the Thursday and observed the mysterious object, 'like a 
cigarette in the sky' very bricfly, when it then disappeared. Had it been 
after the Friday event, I would have been wary of thc report, as they could 
easily have bcen mflucnced by the big event. This report is being 
mvestigated and will be reported on in a later issuc. 

Fiona, agcd 9, said that on the Friday she could see this strange object, 
very bright, over in the bush and something dark on the object. But she 
could not identify it as a 'littlc man'; she says: 'It could have becn a branch 
or something Like that.' 

I was impressed by the honesty of the children. When they wercn't sure, 
they were hesitant; when they were sure, they spoke out quickly and 
confidently. 

It was a cross-section of Zimbabweans: black Afirican children firom 
several tribes, coloured children (a cross-brecding of black and white), 
Asian children (with parenLs bom in Zimbabwe bul whose grandparents 
had come from India) and white childrea, mostly Zimbabwean-bom, but 
whose parents were either from South Àfrica or Britain.

The school is expensive and the standard of children is of a reastMiably 
high intellectual levcl. Most of the parents live in the area but several 
come from Harare and do the long drive — approx 20 Km — every day. 

Obviously there are cultural differences. When Guy G. asked two little 
boys why they were crying, they both said the little man in black was 
'coming to eat' them They were obviously black children, as Westem 
parents no longer (certainly for several decades) threaten thcir children 
with demons who corae and eat you. But this is still part of the African 
culture where 'the Tokolosh could very well gobble children up if they 
were naughty.' 

On the other hand, the white children were raostly - although not all - 
aware of UFOs. So where they drew pictures, it was oflen identified as 'a 
UFO' and the Little men in black wcre labelled 'alicns'. 

In drawings from other ethnic groups the labclling was diffcrent: the little 
men were called 'unidentificd persons' and the craft - or whatever - was 
called 'the machine', or 'the object'. 

Farai M., aged about 11, agrecd with Guy's description of the object being 
stripcd with grcen, black and silver. 

One of the boys told me that he thought at first that thc little man in black 
might have been Mrs Ste\'ens' gardener, but then he saw the figure had 
long, straight black hair 'not really like African hair 1 , so he realised he 
had made a mistake! 


Ariel School is a privately-owned Primaiy School with classes from the 
smallest 5-6 year olds, to Grade 7 class with children of 11 and 12 years. 


Shortly after the event (certainly within 7 days), Gunter Hofer drove out 
to Ariel School and, using a map of thc arca - see drawing - took samplcs 
of the soil from severai different areas. These were subsequently analysed 
by íhe Chemisuy & Soil Research Institute, Dcpartment of Research and 
Specialist Serviccs, free of charge, and the readings simplified for us by Dr

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Kdlli Vicwmg, now rcíirod fixan the University of Zimbabwe. 
Unliirtiinntciy, although tbere were some anomalics, none were of 
liitilictiliir signi ficance and Dr 'Viewing suggested that a better and perhaps 
morc rclcvanl reading would be obtained from the Institute of Mining 
Rcsearch at the University. So, this is our next step. 

An important issue to consider is that the children pointed out two landing 
arcas, the first where the craft touched down - at the third electricity pole 
from their viewpoint - and the second landing point, where the littie men 
emerged. 

1 have always maintaincd that one or two visits to any imporlant UFO case 
are not enough; it is an on-going exercise and although 10 months have 
passed since the sighting, the event is still firmly etched in the minds of the 
children. I am hoping to make this - because of acccssibihty - an on-going 
cxercise. I realise only too well that even months or years after the event, 
factors of extremc significance can come ío light. And surely any evidence 
to solve this fascinating mystery is worth its weight in gold? 

During the interviews with the children, several significant. direct 
statements were made. These are quoted here 

One young girl said that when she first kxAcd, she saw three figures: one 
in red, one in white and one in black. Tbe one in biack was sitting on the 
'spaceship'. This was the first time the word 'spaceship' had been used 
She admitted that she had presumed that what she saw was a UFO. 

Guy G: said that the objects were disc-shaped and were glmting axnong 
the trees before landing. Hc pointed out the landing place as at the third 
pole from the school grounds and the objects had come in along the 
electricity wires towards this area. 

Of the litUe man, Guy said: 'He was quite lightish in colour, not black. His 
clothes were black. But there was no noise. And they disappeared into the 
valley down there' (Below the landing site). 


Oriana: 1 saw this biack stick, a very thin, long thing top of the silver 
thing.' 

Colin Mackk, Headmaster: 'I feel sure the childrcn saw something. I 
don't believe or disbeheve, but they dcfinitely saw SOMETHING. I agree 
that it could be something natural with which we are not familiar, but it 
was certainly seen by the children.' 

Nathaniel said he saw 'a ship' land on the ground. It had an clongated hull 
with a platform around the side, and a small man in black was running 
around. He was about one-metrc-pius tall. 

Luke N.: 1 saw the little man. He had long black hair and was all in black. 
He looked like a shadow of something.' 

Trevor: '1 was walking towards the school as the bell had rung, and I saw 
flashes of light from the comer of my cye.' 

Daniel M.: ' I saw this silver thing among the trees, with onc thing sitting 
on the side and another on top. Then thcy were runnmg back and forth. 
It looked like a real person but it was quite plump. 2 At first I thought it 
was somconc from thc compound (labourers' quartcrs) playing around, but 
his hair was not like the usual African hair - very curly and close to the 
head - it was almost like a hippy's hair, long and black.' 

Emily B.: ' I saw the little men with longish black hair and big black eyes. 
They tumed round and stared at me and went back into a kmd of ship. 
There was only one ship and some httle ones scattered around it. I could 
see their big eyes and long hair. I definitely saw them! 

Charity S.: 'I saw this silver thing and a person in biack alongside it. It 
iooked like a saucer.’ When asked by Tim Leach of the BBC if she had 
heard of UFOs, Charity rephed: Tve not heard of UFOs befOTe.' 


Only mention of the little figure being ’plump'.

Emma C: 'I saw the objects disappear. They went up about a metre and 
then they disappeared. The httle mai were wearing clothes which were 
very, very shiny black. Like a diving suit and tight-fitting. I saw a 
glimpse of his face; his eyes were big. I thought they were aliens firom 
anothcr planeL' 

Lisa P.: 'I saw this silver thing lying on its side. A man dressed in black 
came out. He had big eyes. I thought ít was an alien and then I thought it 
was the gardener.'

How docs cwne assess a sightog like this? Were the children highly 
imaginative or were they dreaming? Is the whole UFO experience a 
mcntal aberration with which vve are not familiar? Were the children - as 
has been suggested by one friend - in a state of hystena, as has happened 
recently in some girls' schools in Zimbabwe? But in checking out the 
latter, the bysterical giris were at the age of puberty (14/15/16 year olds) 
and werc onlv girls. Here, as many - if not more - boys were mvolved and 
the ages of the witnesses ranged from 7 to 12 years. 

None of this proves anything, one way or another, but one cannot help 
feeling that a statement is being made What it is, well, as John Mack savs. 
Ihat's the queslion! 


UNUSUAL OCCURRENCE AT SEA 

Chief Engineer R.J.Harrop, of the ss 'Sanko Stresa', wrote the followmg 
report whilc at sca on 5* March, 1979: 

(All timcs GMT.) 

At 1930 hrs, Monday 5* March 1979 at position 27°06’ North and 16°50' 
West and shortly after sunset (at 1908 hrs), it was broughl to the notice of 
the OfBcers in the smokeroom by the watch keepmg Officer, Mr 
R.E.Boydon, that a pcculiar sunset was in progress. 1 went to the port side 
window next to the entrance to my office and with the 2 nd Officer, Mr D. 
Glendmning, the 3 ri Engineer, Mr E. Dusati, Mrs Glendmning and Mrs 
Boydon, saw in the West an unusual sight. A white trail, not unlike an 
aircraft vapour trail shaped lxke a zigzag lay stationaiy against the dark 
night sky ending towards the honzon. Above the trail was a double halo 
of various unchangmg colours from mauve, green and >-eUow to red tinge. 
The halo was not of constant brilliance and was faded in parts. Stars were 
quite clear al this time. 



Later, at 2010 hrs it was brought to the Officers’ attention by the relief 
watch keeping Officer, Mr RW.Kreislers, that furthcr events were 
occurring in the sky within the arca in question. 1 saw from the port side 
window through the glare of the port bridge wing spotlight a brilliant white 
light dirccted downwards from a single point of light in the sky at 
approximately 45 ° altitude. The beam was directcd in the area of the 
various colours near the horizon. The beam was not difíused and had a 
smaU angle of spread. 

By the time 1 had gaincd the bridge, the brilliance of the beam had 
diminisbed and faded shortly afterwards. The source of thc beam, a bright 
star-like object, then moved slowly in the direction shown and wilh the 
heip of binoculars it could be mistaken for a comet since it had a tail not 
unlike a comet in shape and relative size. The light slowly faded and 
moved in the direction of its tail in a straight line and three or four times 
a baU-like puff of ligbt appeared in its wake.

The object then stopped and after a short time proceeded at approx. right 
angles in the direction shown, then slowly assimilated with the heavens as 
a receding glowmg area until nothing was seea The halo colours and 
white trail by this time had slowly disappeared. By 2020 hrs all was 
nonnal in the sky. 

Tour connnents on the phenomenon would be welcome.

A Child Recalls CaseN°97. 

Report by Elmo C. Dated 1945/6/7, Ladybrand, South Africa. 

At the age of eight or nine, a matc and I were playing next to the road 
which was about 100 metres away from the housc. Suddenly we realized 
somcthing was coming our way. It was a very strange-looking thing; it 
came down slowly and soundlessly and did not even frighten us as there 
was no rumble It hovercd overhead, thc hcight is hard to estimate as we 
were only kids, but I'd say maybe 30 metres. 

It had, if I rcmember correctly, a dull silver body which looked like the 
front part of a helicopter; but it didn't have a tail, or rotor bladcs. We 
stopped and watched for quite a while. It just hung there, doing nothing, 
but we could see someone inside. 

Like boys are, wc tried to throw stones at them, but thcy were just a little 
too high for us to reach. 


UFO on Safari CaseN°98 

Report from JSE. East Africa (Kenya), April 1956. 

‘I was on Safari with a couple of other people, when one night in camp we 
saw a very strange object come flying over, very low, with huge red and 
orange lights. The front was a dull silver colour. We were so surprised 
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because there was no sound al ali, we just sat there starrng at this as it 
disappeared into the far north. 

We did contact the town people but apparently nobody else saw it or else 
they didn't want to be involved.' 


Visited by Air Force Officers Case N° 99 (a) 

Rjeport by Julic R. Pretoria, South Afnca, 1957. 

‘I was standing on thc balcony of the Hellenic Hotel where we were 
staying, when I saw something flash across the sky at a very high speed, 
from south to north, then just disappear in the distance into a cloud bank. 
I phoned the newspaper the next day to repcrt what I had seen. 

I then had a visit from two Air Force officers. After questiomng me, thcy 
told me that what I had seen was a weather balloon. I then told thcm that 
1 had worked for the Bureau wheo 1 left school and knew cverything therc 
was to know about these balloons. They then realized I was noí the fool 
they took me for, but wamed me not to talk about these things. I told them 
there was no law that could stop me from telling what I saw. 

The next day, in the PRETORIA NEWS, there was an article about a 
similar object sighting in Toulouse, France, and in Gertnany.' 


Puisating Blue Lights Case N° 99 (b) 

Report From Julie R. Margate, South Africa, April 1965. 

'In April of 1965 I saw something very strange in Margate. I was visiting 
friends whose house was situated on the slope of a knoll, with another 
knoll on the far side. 

About 20:00 bours that night we heard a tremendous noise; it sounded like 
a huge thunderstonn or a jet pianc, everytning actuaiiy shook. On going 
outside to investìgate, we saw no clouds nor any aeroplane, although it was 
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not the route for pianes. The sound lasted about Í0 minutes and did not 
fade away like a plane would when Qying by. Although it was very dark 
in that area, we would have at least seen scxnething like navigation lights, 
etc. And it was definitely not the sea, as the sound came from the opposite 
directìon. My friends did not live right by the sea, but a littie inland. The 
sound just suddenly died down. 

About 21:00 hours 1 decided I wanted to go back hame. While outside, we 
saw something very strange half-way up the sccond knoll. There were four 
pairs of blue lights which pulsated (if you could call it that) and within 
those Ughts, when at their brightest, thcre was a silver substance which 
glittered in and around them. 

Well, 1 decided not to go back, because anything could happen; and at 
about 23:00 hours the lights started going out one by one. 

The next day we investìgated but could see nothing out of place.' 


Soundlcss Craft Case N° 100 

Report by Jos R Barkly East, South Africa, 1968. 

[Mr R's story was told to me by Elmo. He wrote on behalf of Mr R as 
they wcre fricnds and knew of each other's expericnces. Mr R. also 
phoncd me the day my íeUer appeared in DIE VOLKSBLAD. — Marie 
van Staden.] 

Mr R. saw something in 1968 on the farm of his father, in the Barkly East 
district of the Cape Province. He said he saw this strange thing which 
looked like a spherc and emitted a light, coming towards him. He was 
totally bewildered, he did not know what it was, and this craft came 
slowiy, softiy giiding towards him, and he was absoluiely shocked to see 
how big it was. It hovered in the sky, although it was very low, for about 
15 minutes; and then slowly but surely it started coming closer and closer. 
He jusí síood thcre, paralysed. It stopped a few metres in front of him and 
hovered there for a couple of seconds, then slowly glided over him and 
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shct off inío the sky. He could not believe that anything that size could 
mcve wittaout a sound If there was any sound, he definitely did not hear 
anything Apparentiy the ‘light beam' that came from this crafl actuaUy 
bumed him and he has had skin problems evcr since.

London, Baridy East, Ficksburg, Harrismith track. There was an article in 
the VOLKSBLAD at the time.'] 


A Strange Craft Case N° 101 

Reportby IAF. Zimbabwe (Rhodesia) 1976. 

‘In the year 1976 I was a tobacco farmer. Thc people who worked for me 
each had a differcnt piece of "land" to work every day, and as soon as they 
were fmished they could go home. They got paid daily but not for the 
amount of time they spent at woric. I tcll you, they did work becausc the 
earlier they could get away the bctter for them; they never even stoppcd to 
chat. 

But on this spccific morning things wcrc all wrong: they just didn't want 
to work, they stoppcd cvery five minutes to chat and arguc. I thcn called 
them in to fmd out what was wrong. 

The previous night, while they were busy preparing their food outside their 
huts at the compound, they saw a very strange crafl, which they described 
to me. It looked like it was long in shape, with a bluc light shining on the 
inside, and it had little windows on the side that faccd them, and what they 
thought was a red light coming from the back. Some said it looked like a 
cigarette; some said it looked like a long steel pipe. 

I must mention that the area we were in was Rhodesia and helicopters were 
fiying past every day looking for [what was then known as] terrorists; and 
some single engine light planes also flew over the area at regular intervals. 
So these people knew whaí a helicopter or an aeroplane looked !ike. 


But what they saw disturbed them badly They never went to sleep and 
talked about it all day and the day after. I said to myself they must have 
seen something strange, because they don't read books; they didn't have 
proper schoolmg and there was no Televxsion! They couidrit have made 
up such a story, and fw what reason would they? And how could they 
describe somethmg so strange in such detail, which they knew nothing 
about? 

1 contacted the HARTLEY NEWS which did publish the story, but 1 never 
had any fecdback on itl* 


A Perfect Sphere Casc N° 102 

RqxMt by John W. Northem Transvaaf South Africa, July 1976. 

‘It was in July 1976, just afìer sunset, that I saw a UFO in the sky. 1 was 
alone on my farm in the far Northcm Transvaal and there was no other 
pcrson around who could have seen it I was standing in my doorway 
admiring the sunset, then lookcd away, momentarily. I looked back 
towards the westem horizon where the sun had just set, and there it was: 
dead still and soundless. 

That was the greatest shock I have ever had in my life! And I am a man 
who has travelled around the world; lived in the USA, Canada, Australia 
and England. To me there is nothing sírange in the world, which can’t be 
accounted for, except that sight. And how it behaved. The shock held me 
frozen! 

How could it appear there from nowhere so abruptly, without a movement 
or sound? And remain stationary in the sky? It was a perfect sphere, a 
globe the size of a football, shining but emitting no light. It is hard to 
estimate the real size or what distance ìt was from me, as there are no 
parameters in the clear blue sky. It remained thus, dead still and soundless, 
for about sevai minutes, like a great eye, staring at me, and I know there 
was life in it The ‘craft' was certainly under intelligent control. Was it 
about to attack? Or was it takmg pictures of me? 
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ir about serven miuules I noticed that it had begun to movc. Vciy 
gxaduaíly at first, and still in utter silenee. What it then did, and how it 
perfomaed, I am reluctant to disclose, as 1 have started writing a book ìn 
whichitfeatures.' 


Truck in Disguise. Case N° 103 

Report by Hannie B. Orange Free State, South Africa, 1981. 

‘The incident happened in 1981, on our way home betwecn Wepener and 
Sphngfontein. We saw what we thought was a huge cargo truck with little 
coloured lights on top, travelling sotnewhere in the veld. 

We were still wondering how on carth such a huge truck could drive where 
there is no road at all, when all of a sudden the three httle lights came 
flying towards us and as they came closer, they became bigger and bigger. 
Well... we goí such a fright! We were four people in the car and we 
watched as the lights moved over our car m the opposite direction. The 
strange thing about it was that there was no sound, and also the size of the 
Iights. There werc defirutcly threc of them, in different colours. 

I reported it to the newspaper the ncxt day and I was told it was a ghost, 
and that it had been seen before by other people in that same area!'

A Long Oblong Shape Case N° 104 

Report by Craig V. Rustenburg, South Africa, January 1984. 

‘I had an experience while I was on night shift at a factory situated 50 kms 
north of Rustenburg and immediately west of the Pilansberg Game Reserve 
in an area known as Mogwase. The mcident took place just after m id n ig ht 
sometime during January 1984 - unfortunately I cannot recall the exact 
date. 


1 was one of two security officers doing a mobile patrol. We were together 
in the same vehicle and witnessed the samc phenomenon. 

We were driving m a southerìy drroction and because of the size of the area 
we had to patrol, security lights werc positioned at strategic points around 
the factory, including the area we were in. We observed what we both first 
thought was an aircrafì from the Pilansberg Air Field, but txi seeing how 
big this ‘craft' was, we stopped our vehicle and waited to see what it was 
or what it was going to do. It remained stationary about 150 metres in 
front of us and, as we estimated, not very far off the ground (although it 
did not iliuminate the ground below it). It was long and oblong in 
shape and as we could see none of the usual navigation lights on a nomial 
aircraft, and the fact that something so large could hover above the ground 
fw as long as it did (about three minutes, in fact), it definitely was not an 
aircraft. The craft then suddenly appeared to tum southwards and within 
seconds disappeared mto the nighí sky. During all this lime, we heard no 
soundatall. 

We then drove to where the security dog handler was on dut} 1 and asked 
him if he had seen this ‘acroplane’. Hc appcarcd to be dazed and told us 
that was no ordinary aeroplane! Obviously, that incident was the topic of 
our conversation for the rest of our shift. I phoned Radio 702 the next day. 
I told them I thought the length must have been about 200 metres, about 
the same size as our administration building.'

‘In March 1994 I saw a UFO! 1 went fishing with a friend, Otto, when we 
saw at a certain distance betweai Witbank and Middelburg, in a clear sky, 
an enormous silver craft going vertically up at a great speed and leaving a 
white trail bdiind.

JusLia G. (22) and his iwphew Paul (15) were driving back to Harare from 
a fishing txip to Shamva, on the evening of January 6* 1995. Whcn they 
got to Mandara, an outlying suburb of the city, they saw an enormously 
powerful li ght, some ten times stronger than that of a Boeing Jumbo 
ìanding light, coming from an object in the sky that appeared to be not 
rmich above the trees. The object was apparently cylindrical and had three 
red lights at the rear. 

At first the object hovered motionJcss, while the two watchcd it from the 
car. It then moved slowly on for about one kilomctre, and then shot up in 
the blink of an eye and vanishcd in the sky. 

It seetns the two observers had already seen something strange the week 
before, also when they had been fishing. It appeared to bc a veiy bright 
light below the clouds, but thougli inlrigued, the boys had not done 
anything about it. This time, however, thc beam-like light was so bright 
and the object so much clearer that bolh boys were frightened and told 
Justin's mother and thcir grandmothcr about it. 

Justin has always bcen mterested in aircraft and knows quite a lot about 
thcm. He realized when he saw the object at closc range, that it was much 
bigger than a Jumbo jct, and the light, he said, was like a beam at the front 
of the object and was absolutely blinding. What startled both youngsters 
even more was that no sound was coming from the flying object, though 
they could see it move slowly, and even swivel around. The shape was 
elongated, with the three red lights positioned in a triangle at the rear 
Both boys stated they could make out two vertical dorsal fins at the tail 
end. The hght underncath was flashing. 

Overcome by this large and strange object, they watched it hover above 
Avocado Farm, home of a local lenrns ace. Then they drove parallel to it, 
along the street, while it kept going slowly back and forth for quite a long 
time; certarnly more than a minute. 


Suddenly, but smoothly, the object swivelled round, went towards Harare 
Drive, and in one smooth motion it shot up in the blink of an eye and 
vanished in the sky. 

Both boys felt icy coid while this was going on, despite it being very hot. 
Neither wanted to sleep alone that mght, feeling afraid. 

Justin's mother herself saw a silvery cylinder over Marondera when she 
was at school there in the early seventìes. She believes her son's story 
implichly. 


OUT OF AFRICA Cynthia Hind 

It has always been the policy of UFO AFRINEWS to report only on UFO 
cases in Africa, although comparisons - where pertìnent - are often made 
with cases outside the Continent. 

However, the Roswell Case of 1947 is an exceptìon, as it is the only case 
where physical evidence of the existence of 'not from Earth craft' was 
produced, aithough later denied. 

In early July 1947, during a severe thunderstorm, the crash of an object(s) 
occurred on open farmland near Roswell, New Mexico, USA. 'Mac' 
Brazel, the owner of the land, was amazed to find unidentìfiable silver- 
coloured matenal scattered all over his field, to a length of approx. 1,5 km. 
Tbe gouge was quite deep. 

The news given out from Roswell, imroediately after Brazel had reported 
it, was that an 'extraterrestrial craft' had crashed; bul this was almost 
immediately scotched by the Air Force, which said it had been identìfied 
as a Radive Weather Balloon. One of the Air Force ofíicers who had gone 
to the fìeld was Major Jesse Marcel, who actually picked up some picces 
and took them home to show his wife and son. 
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Lasl year (1994), after pressure from ufoSogists, the US government put 
out a statement to say that in actuai fact, it was a MOGUL Balloon, a secret 
device at !he timc, which they were attempting to send cver Russia, to 
dctect if any nuclear weapons were being tested (One cannot he!p 
questioning why it took the USA nearly 50 years to reveal this!) 

In the meantime, ufologists like William (Bill) Moore, Stanton Friedman, 
PhD., Kevin Randle and Donald Schmitt were seriously investigating 
Roswell. There were many stories: from Dr Jesse Marcel, son of the now 
deceased Major Marcel, who quoted the strange properties of the material 
collected and clairaed that he had scen hieroglyph-iike writing on balsa- 
wood crossbars. The undertaker at Roswell (still alive) had been asked on 
the phone from Roswell Army Air Ficld how he preserved bodies, and did 
he have any small coffins? There were many mysteries, incongruities and 
possible hoax faetors. But so far, nothing has been resolved. 

The Roswell Army Air Ficld, whcre the 509* Bombcr Group were 
stationed (the only Boraber Group who were trained to fly with nuclear 
bombs), was later known as Waiker Air Forcc Basc. 

The debris picked up by ‘Mac’ Brazel was flown from Roswell AAF to 
Fort Worth AAF (near Dallas) commandcd by Brigadier General Roger 
Ramey, who was Commander in Chicf of thc 8* Air Force. 

Now, we have received an extremely interesting letter from Philip Mantle, 
who heads thc Yorkshire arca BUFORA Group in the UK. This is 
reported in a 5-page briefmg which we have précised for your benefit. We 
fecl it is either one of the bigger hoaxes in ufology, or it is THE STORY 
OFTHE YEAR! 

Philip Mantle was contacted by Ray Santilli, Managing Director of the 
Merlin Group in London, about two ycars ago. Santiiii's síory was as 
follows: Sometime previously, he had flown to the USA to purchase some 
film on Elvis Presley (live on stage) from a veteran photographer. He was 
delighled with his purchase and later he was again cootacted by the 
cameraman to say he had something more interesting for Santilli to see. 


This was an alleged film of some pathologists dissecting an 'alien' body 
from the UFO crash at Roswell. Philip does not mcntion this in his report, 
but we had heard - from other sources - that the photographer had often 
done filming for the Government and this was a copy he had taken from 
a film be had made in 1947 at Roswell. 

Mantle seems to have had some difficulty in initially obtaming the film 
from Santilh. His appomtments were regularly cancelled and only a very 
brief snippet of the film was shown to him. To say the least, this appears 
suspicious. 

When a portion of the film was finaily viewed, it was dark and of poor 
quality, but showed two men in white coats who appearcd to be taking 
tissue samples from a body whosc large eyes are evidenl The filming took 
place either in a tent or a garden shed. 

Later, his intcrest aroused, Mantle was able to view a further segment of 
the film. This was quite clcar, and thc 'alien' lay on a slab in a small 
white-painted room. The body is humanoid, with an enlarged abdomen, 
two arras and two legs, but a 6-digit hand. There is no hair visible, but a 
slightly enlargcd head and 'two dark eycs'. This is an autopsy and the 'dark 
eyes' arc rcmoved. The 'alien's' body was also cut open and various organs 
ranoved. A ciystal or mineral, marble-sized, was removed from thc chest. 
cavity, and the head cut open. Two people conducted the autopsy 

Mantle was contacted by a joumalist wben news of the film was first 
published. Hc gave a brief interview which was picked up by the media 
and in some instances, blown up out of all proportion. Subsequently, he 
was phoned by TV, Radio and Newspapers from around the world. 

On May 5, 1995, Mantle, together with about 200 others, attended a 
viewing of mcre of the film. There were top ufologists and a variety of TV 
companies from ali over the world 

Mantle has now seen approx. 40 minutes of film, but opimons are mixed 
as to its authenticity Many rumours about the film have been spread and 
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in mcst icstances, denied- But Santilii is speaking and showing the film at 
the BUFORA Conference to be held at the University of Hallam 
(Sheffield), from 18* to 20* August, 1995 

There is no proof that this is a reality but neither is there any proof that it 
is a hoax. If the latter, ufologists will accept it stoically as they usually do. 
But if it is a reality, the US govemment, and indeed many of the world's 
govemments, will have some answering to do!

Two months later (April/May 1969), also on a clear day, theie was a huge 
bush fire which had bumt for two days. It had started at Bakoven, Camps 
Bay, and spread over Devil's Peak and was busy buming down towards 
Newiands Forest and Kirstenbosch Gardens. I was concemed about the 
devastatian taking place and decided to climb up Newlands Ravine above 
Rhodes Memonal. Francis Molteno, Paul Bartels and I were classmates 
and had joined the Regional Bush Fire Fightìng Service as voluntary fíre 
fíghters, sovmg in our spare tìmc. Thus my interest in this particular fíre. 
I climbed up to just beyond the contour path onto a rocky scree in the 
middle of the ravine. This, I decided, would give me protectìon against the 
slowlv advancing flames, as no vegetation grew there. 

I had been standing there for about 5 minutes, when a slow rhythmic 
glmting caught the peripheral vision of my left eyc. I tumed to look at 
what 1 thoughl was a firc fighter on the Kirstenbosch side using a mirror 
to signal somebody else. What I saw was an object very close to the rock 
face of Window Pane Gorge, above Kirstenbosch, moving towards me. It 
was rcvolving at about one revolution every two seconds and took approx. 
seven minutes to reach my positìon. The shape of the object was that of 
a Transformer, and it was airbome, making no loud noise. 


TRANSFORMERIN THE SKY CaseN° 108 

Report by Stewart Bloch, Cape Town, S. Africa. 

As told to Pam Puxley 

In February of 1969,1 was looking up towards Constantia Ndc from the 
Waldorf School playing field (in Constantìa) when a school friend, John 
Dillon, and I saw a glinting object, at about 300m above the mountain. It 
was a clear and surmy day, and the object was moving fairly slowly 
towards Cape Town, disappearing over the Twelve Apostles aí an angle. 
Thc visual distance was too great for me to make any discemible 
obsenation. We dismissed it as weather-measuring equipment. 
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Figore 7: Front & Side Views 
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Tfce outcr frame, the colour of magnesium foil, revolved around a pyrite 
barrel which was statìc. The laminated polycarbonate covering the total 
outer surfaces was about 5nun thick throughout. The symmetry was 
perfect aati evety surface even (electro-static spraying would achieve this). 
I could not detect anyjoin marks, screws, rivets, ports or opemngs except 
on either end of the centre barrel where there were slip joints 

The transforma moved at a constant heighi, irrespectìve of the changcs in 
gradient and undulations of the sìopes. It seemcd to be repelling itself 
against the natural radiation given off by our planct, rather than flying by 
radar (contour-huggirg military drones). The transformer appeared to be 
remote controlled in spite of me not detecting any other craft visually in 
the atmosphere. 

When it was about five metres from me at a height of threc metres above 
the ground, I began to hcar a very high-pitched ultrasomc 'wheeet, wheeet', 
like a magnetic radio whining sound that spiralled around the mirrored 
(silver in colour) bright aluminium ffame, rising in frcquency and volume 
evcry timc it did a half flip (Len/s’ Law).’ 



NB. Out of curiosity I immersed myself naked in a 
bath of warm water with two very powerful 
permanent magnets submerged. As soon as I 
forced the like poles [+ x +] of my hand-held 
magnets together, I could hear a high pitched 
whine in my head, rising in volume and frequency 
the harder I forced them together. 


I noted that the centre barrel was scintillating and crackling with charged 
energy' being given off by the outer surface of the laminate I also felt a 
vibrational resonance, like the low-Ievel hum of an electrical transformer, 
emanatìng from the four comers of the outer magncsium mirrored frame. 
Thc air around me thickened and I found it roore difficult to breathe. I felt 
the air wanted to liquify and tum to water. Everything became eerily 
silent The sound of the city and suburban traffic disappeared entirely as 
well as the roar and crackling of the buming vegetation and the sounds of 
panic-stricken birds. No sound pajetrated at all I felt the hair on my body 
pressing hard against me (the opposite of statìc electricity which attracts 
hair). The transformer moved over my head at one metre above me. I felt 
almost no air dispiacanent taking place. I felt no buming heat. I thought 
it was going to land on top of me and bccame anxious. I was going to pick 
up a stout stick and hit the transformer to determine whether it was hollow 
and the sound of the formcd matenals it was composed of. A voice in my 
head reprimanded me against trying to damage the craft and addcd that the 
energy force goveming the transformer (C M partìcles?) would conduct 
down the wood and hurt or kill me. It then moved in wider circles around 
me and defmitely out of my reach, looking for a good landing spot. I 
watched it for about five minutes doing this. The bush fire meanwhile was 
advancing slowly towards my position. Evcry time the transformer passed 
low over a buming area, the fire was suffocated (lack of oxygen?) and no 
combustion took place A good way to kill fires without using water, I 
thought. As soon as the transformcr had passed, the fire regenerated.

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After a third circular pass overhead, the transformer hovered about lOm 
avay frorn me abovc a level section of the mountain slope, up from my 
pcsition on the rocky scree. It amazed me that the transformer ìntended 
landing there because of the approaching wall of flames. Probably to stop 
me getting at the transformer for a physical inspection and ìmmobilize it 
for íurther scientific analysis. The landing procedure cntailed the mirrored 
magnesium frame stopping rcvolving around the pyrite barrel and taking 
up a position horizontal to the ground at a height of 3m. Thc transformer 
was motionless and suspended with no noise. It then started to sink 
downwards slowly at 2m above the ground. I watched the appearance of 
triangular points of iridescent blue light in thc comers of the frame, 
increasing in mtensity Ihe lower it descended until at two metres above the 
ground the centre of the triangular points tumed white hot. 

The energy emanating from the four comcrs was not hot, or flames. I 
couid not see any mirage or distortion effect. Thc encrgy iines were clear 
and defìned, quxte difl'erent from the flames of the approaching fire. At 
about onc metre abovc thc ground, the vegetation immaliately beneath the 
foui energy points tumed bright red, but remained whole and did not 
disintegrate. 

When it was about half a metre abovc ground, the transformer stopped 
descending and remained suspended. No feet or pods wcre deployed for 
the transformcr to rest on. The points of encrgy diminished in intensity 
until the four cncrgy points had cooled but lookcd normal, perfect in form 
and volume. I had walked up to within two metres of the landing position 
and looked to see whether the vegetation was giving off moisture or 
vapour, by looking for mirage or air distortion. However, I detected 
notJiing. 

Thc bush fire at this stage had advanced to the transformer and kept me at 
bay. The forcc which had suffocatcd thc fire eariier on was waning. The 
flamcs started burnrng undemeath the transformer. The affected vegetation 
also caught fire and bumed normally. The ílames did not make physical 
contact with the surface of the transformer, nor did heat affect it from the 
fire. I could see a gap of about 40mm between its surface and the flaxnes. 
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This was constant and no surface blackening appeared It was weird, 
looking at this transformer suspended in flames and not buming. This 
object defied my sense of logic. 

The bush fire and smoke forced me to withdraw, so I decided to go back 
down home without seeing tbe transformer taking off again. I was also 
feeling rather nervous and scared of this phentxnenon I had just witnessed, 
especially the ìntelligenl manncr in which it behaved - 'Look but don't 
touch' manoeuvering - and the fact that the fire would bum any evidence 
ofitsbeing there. 

I kept quiet about this incident aod tlie experiences that followed it for 
quite a long time, except for telling two school mates (Francis Molteno and 
Paul Bartels) about it. 


COMMENT 

Because Pam Puxlcy is a reliablc and trusted reporter, we have accepted 
the above story as it stands. But we would like to comment on one or two 
factors which we find puzzling. 

How could Stcwart name the matcnals with such convictaon stating that the 
barrel of the object was ‘pyrite’ and that there was ‘laminated 
pdycarbonate’ covering the outer surfaces to a thickness of ‘5 mm’? 

On the other hand, it appears so detailed and precise a report, that we feel 
it would be wrong to dismiss it out of hand. 

Pyrite: Natural compound of sulphur with a metal, viz. iron, found in the 
Earth and having a shiny, gold-iike appearance. 

Laminated Polycarbonate: From thermo-plastics, used for making 

unbreakable glass. Laminated = layered.

From Adrían, aged 7: 

’On Mcnday I saw a strange red sort of line in the sky. I had just becn 
swimming when I saw it. I didn't hear a sound. I was just standing with 
my sistcr on the Varandah. My name is Adrian. I am 7 years old. My 
sister thought it was a rocket. Please talk about it on TV. It could have 
been a rocket but I don’t think so. Sorry that's all I can write.' 


From Mrs Flanagan, of Bulawayo, aged 86: 

'... In 1954 wc were living in Enkeidoom [now Chivhu]. Our house was 
built high up on a kopje, with a lawn in front, looking towards the Manusi 
Mountains. From thcre we could see for miles along the Harare road. On 
this day, we werc waiting for a ncighbour and there were 13 of us, 
including two Malawian domestics, standing together. 

Suddenly Edison, one of thcm, shouted: 'Look, what's that? A lot of 
aeroplanes?' We all looked and there they were, coming straight towards 
us from the Manusi Mountains. But about half-way, they reversed back, 
not tuming, but just like a car would reverse. They made no sound. They 
came a second time, still nearer, then back in the same way. When they 
came for thc third time, even nearer, we wcre terribly excited. But thcn 
they went back and did not retum again. 

If you go to the Archives and see the Rhodesia Herald of about 8th July 
1954, you'll see it mentioned. My late husband was Town Ranger of 
Chivhu and folks teased him about 'not putting enough water with it', but 
he managed to put our town on the Front Page of the newspaper.' 


From Josepfí W Pilkerton, Connerticut, USA: 

'Thought I would drop you a line to tell you whal a pleasure it is to read 
vour pubiication I do look forward to each edition as it comes out as I do 
find parallels with some of your stories as opposcd to those I come across 
here in the USA. Keep up the good work, and perhaps soon all will come 
to light. I have little to no doubt as to what we will find. I just hope that 
the rest of the world will take the news as well as most UFO investigators 
will. Takecareandgoodluck!' 

From Norbert Kazìngizi, of Waterfalls, Harare (Zimbabwe): 

'... in August 1993 I saw something strange. It was shortly after 19:00 
hours and my sister, brother and mother were in the diningroom when my 
sister said, 'What is that?’ I went to the window and could sec a bright red 
ball through the lace curtains. 

We all went outsidc. The object was far away, a few metres above the 
treetops, towards the East. It hovered in onc position, then began to move 
horizontally towards us; it then changed direction and moved slowly 
northwards. We saw it for over a minute and it appeared to have smoke 
above it, but this did not disappear the way smokc does. Pm not sure of its 
size, but it secmed like six metres in diameter and I'm sure it was not a 
meteorite because it was bovering, changing direction and moving 
horizontally, seemingly under its own power It was silent, there was no 
noise. I don't know what it was but it was definitely not a meteorite, 
hclicopter, fire cracker or other firework. There was no mention in the 
paper next moming, though I'm sure many people musl have seen it over 
Parktown, Ardbennie, Prospect and Hatfield.' 

An additional observation of the object over Lake Kariba (14* Sept, 
‘94) was received from Rex Taylor, of tbe Cutty Sark Marina, Kariba, 
Zimbabwe, which we publish below: 

I saw a video recording of the same object [reported in UFO AFRINEWS 
N° 11 of February 1995], taken from a yacht at Ruzihururu (17° 15'South, 
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27° 44' East), on tbe sarac aight. The time was not accurately noted but 
thought to be about 2030, our Bravo time. The angle and path of the object 
could nol be measured, but from an observer's commcnt, these were not 
different frtxn what I notcd. What is interesting is that they saw only a rcd 
fireball, whereas I saw a row of green ‘iights”. This would suggest that the 
buming parts we all saw at Kariba either bumt out or fell between Kariba 
and Riudhururu. The fact that we saw a row of green lights indicates 
magnesium, which once buming is not likely to stop until it is all oxidised. 
Burning magncsium would also account for tlie faint “smoke” trail we 
noticed, and of course, is what one would expect from space rocket debris. 

Sightings from Botswana and Johanncsburg indicate a track much further 
south than Karoi 4 and I would bc surpnsed if any parts survived re-entry 
into our atmosphere.

Abduction: Human Encounters with Aliens - by Dr. John E.Mack.

This book contains case histories of 13 abductees, each of whom was 
interviewed and h>pnotised in the presence of Dr. John Mack. Mack is 
convmced that none of the abductees was hoaxing in any way or suffering 
from any form of mental illncss. Dr. Mack has investigated more than 200 
cases which certainly presents material for other books to follow. And 
despite recent censure from Harvard University (he is attached to 
Cambridge Hospital, which is the teaching hospital for Harvard) one feels 
that John Mack is too deeply involved in the UFO abductee phenomenon 
to give it all up completely. This book, whether you are aware of 
abductions or not, or even if you d<m’t believe in them, is a worthwhile 
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read as to what is going on and how individuals react to this bombardment 
of their minds and their bodies. Whatever the reai expianation of 
abducdons is, you cannot go wrong by reading these interesting case 
histories. 

Without Consent - by Philip Mantle.

The British, in my opinion, have never been great supporters of the 
abduction theory and so this book has come as a bit of a surprise !

It is all very well to whct the 
appeute of the ufologist, but to leave him high and dry is not thc ideal 
answer. I hope that Mantle bears this in mind. However, it has been well 
investigated and one feels that Mantle had a personal involvement with a 
lot of the cases, which certainly makes for more reliable reporting. 

UFOs and Abductions in Brasil - by Irene Granchi

This is tbe first comprehcnsive book on UFO sightings, written in English, 
by a Brasiíian. For many years Irene Granchi headed CISNE, the Brasilian 
ìnvestigation team and her stories are mostly from first-hand experience 
and extensive and rehable rqrorts on somc of the most fascinating UFO 
cases ever recorded. 

She is a dihgent mterviewer and can be relied on to pick up on factors that 
occur regularly on a world-wide basis, so that one makes comparisons 
without fear of ‘being had.’ Despite the denigration that UFO 
mvestigations often bring the investigator, Irene has persisted in reporting 
(over a period of 20 years) the cases in which she was personally involved, 
and wbere she spcnt a great deal of time and her own money, to geí to the 
remote iocations and see the witnesses herself.

CONCLUSION.

Dr John Mack is making his stand (one way or another); Ray Santilli is 
presenting the aUeged, rather gory dissection of an alien, from the Roswell 
incident of 1947; and I rcad in UFO ENCOUNTER JOURNAL from 
Queensland, Australia, that during a talk, Stan Deyo told his audience that 
President BiU Clinton will present the fuU RosweU Case findings in 
October 1995 (We've heard this type of news before!). 

But, whatever, we ccrtainlj' are not in a state of flux. 
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
